London, July 28.•'-The king's ac- 


cession declaration hill, in an amend- 
ed form, passed Its second reading In 
the house of commons by a vote of 410 
to 84. The bill as It now stands pro- 
vides that thd pronouncement against 
Roman Catholicism shall be eliminat- 
ed, and the clause "and declare that 
I am a faithful Protestant" shall be 
eubstltuted. 


The Non-Conformists showed strong 


opposition to the original substituting 
clause, which read: "and declare that 
I am a faithful member of the Protest- 
ant church as by law established In 
England" and the premier finally ac- 
cepted their amendment. 


It Is believed 
that 
all 
difficulties 


have now been removed and that the 
bill will survive the committee stage, 
and be accepted by the houte of lords 
without further trouble.... 


The bill passed lt» 
first 
reading 


June 28 by n vote of 383 to 42. 
It 


provided that the declaration be so 
changed that the dlctrlne of the Ko- 
mau Catholic church Is not singled 
out for repudiation. In place of thi 
words offensive to the Catholics the 
bill substituted the clause: "And de- 
clare that I am a faithful member of 
the Protestant church as by law estab- 
llshed In England.". 


The Nttn-Conformlsts objected tu 


the qualification "as by law estab- 
lished," and pledged themselves to 
rote against tne government unless 
these four words were eliminated.

might 
change 
materially 


during the periods of delay caused by 
the neglectful hanks. 


Comptroller Murray regards delay of 


this kind 
as 
Inexcusable. 
On the 


circular calling for the report It 
plainly printed that in case certain of- 
ficers are not at hand, the figures may 
be sent in, and this Information i 
supplemented, where a report has 
been delayed, by a special letter which 
advises the bank that in the absence 
of both president and cashier at the 
time a report Is called for, a tem- 
porary report must be made up, sworn 
to by some other officer and forward- 
ed Immediately. 


It Is also permissible, where the 


signatures of three directors cannot 
be obtained without delaying the re- 
port, to forward the statement with 
such signatures attached as are Imme- 
diately 
available. 
The 
comptroller 


holds that It should be possible for 
anyone connected with a bank to make 
a report from Its books for any past 
date, the figures to be verified later 
by the officers. 


Notwithstanding the plain p'rovl- 


slons of the official circular, many o 
the banks have 
been 
systematically 


delinquent. 
Until recently fines have 


been levied very seldom or not at all 
and have not exceeded the minimum 
of J100. 
About a year ago Murraj 


began to put on the screws a little 
and now he has Issued a peremptory 
notice that delinquent banks will be 
fined at the rate of $100 for each day 
the report Is delayed after five days

health that the spread of infantile 
paralysis in this part of the

67 cases reported with 14 deaths. 


Tho latest death occurred in Indian

years old, succumhed to the attack.. 


Although the disease confines Itself 


mostly to infants and children sever- 
al adults have sucumbed to the mys- 
terious sickness, the death recently 
being one of several fatalities 
to 


adults. Every house where the dis- 
ease has been discovered has been 
placarded and the patent quarantin- 
ed. 


According to the statement of the 


local board of health, the disease 
has not confined Itself to any one 
portion of tie city, the cases being 
spread almost equally about the city
